The only real plea wliicli mm put
up for the culture of tobacco - tlii

there is money in it We replj
there is Imliviilual momentary money
in converting com and rye into wJiii
key and selliiid as a beverage But
every considerate man nitHt fee lhal
tiiat ii not a Miflieknt roUHnn hy he
should cuise the land it h a wasting
bnsine-- and whelm hi i fellow man in
wretchedness misery and death A
mail ought to 1iihi at the thought of
gaining money at such a cwt He
should engage in no bu iuess ou which
lie can not ask the blew ing of god and
the approvil of good men Rut ou
ccieiiee aside will it pay The reader
must even here suffer a postulate that
which prostitutes the fertile portions of
eartli to a culture that can not sustain
man or beast yea poisons the pro-

ducer
¬

himscf can iiolultimalely pay
It is sometimes true thtt u bu iuess

considered in itself wiinotit reference
to ultimate results eflects upon oilier
businesses seeuiM to pay give momen-
tary

profit Thus the holding nnd
breeding of slaves did for a lime and
to individuals seem to pay yield prof¬

it but when we considered tiie unnat-
ural

¬

condition the effect upon labor
Itself ou the master and the slave
father anil son enervating practices
vicious habits the alienation fr m the
State of capital and good men resaw
that it did not ultimately pty even
the slave holders themselves Bo it
must ultimately be with the culture or
tolucco every unnatural enervating
corrupting system of labor or agricul-
ture The ultimate eflects of the culture
of tobacco may be seen by a survey
of the Virginias and other portions of
our country where tobacco has been
raised for generations past At a gen-

portions of our country but just the
reverse A good system ought to pro-

duce

good results
As previously intimated there may

be exceptional cases There may be
locations less exposed to wash There
may be individual fanners who ob
serve rotation in crops or raise small
crops of tobjco here and there Hnch
men may make some money nnd save
their laid and themselves from disas-
ter

But sppak of the general practice
It is this that effects the country gen-

erally

Too generally lie culture is that of
a principal staple that from which
the money is to be made

Observation and experience show
that the safe and successful system of
agriculture is a varied system part of
corn part nf wheat part of hay oat
Ktatoes fruits wilhsome stock Willi

such a system if one part fails others
are likely to succeed at least save
from disaster and ruin Ifou the other
hand the chief reliance is on someone
principal staple hs that nf tobacco
and that fails then the farmer fails
the creditor fails nil fail Also such
systems are credit systems This must
be so with men who have h tract of
land for tobacco or who take part of
the crop as their part for the Ittbjr be¬

stowed These men buy almost all
on which they or tlieir families sub ¬

sist These must pay Ihe middle-
man

a high prico for everything
bought because bought on credit with
uncertain results In the coming crop
far aside from drouth houseburn iua
biliiy to care for the crop at the par-

ticular

TO STOP A RUNAWAY HORSE

A Boston policeman uho has dis ¬

tinguished himself iu stopping run ¬

away horses gives a local paper the
following points ns to how to accom-
plish

¬

thiit end with the greatest suc-

cess
¬

When you see a runaway com-

ing
¬

do not try to cheek him by 11 rusli
from the opposite direction or the side
for you will be immediately knocked
flat by the collision but instead pre-

pare
¬

yourself fur a short run with the
horse Measure with your eye the dis-

tance
¬

and start for the run while he Is
yet some way off perhaps ten feet iu
the case of fair to medium runaways
You may depend upon bis keeping a
straight Hue for a really frightened
horse is half blind and uould not veer
for a steam engine He will go straight
ahead until he smashes Into something
So do you get close to the litieou which
he is rushing and as he passes you
grab the reins near the saddle Gather
the reins firmly and then leaning
backward ps you run give them a
powerful yank You may be able to
brace yourself somewhat as you give
this jerk half sliding on your feet
The strong jerk on the bit tells the
horse that he again has a master aud
prepares him for the final struggle A
step or two forward aftei the first yauk
do It again This Is the finishing
stroke it never falls when given by a
determined man The horse is on lis
lmmirhes Keep n firm pull on the
reins till you grasp the horse by the
nostrils and hold hint so till he is pud
fled
